then got down from the car and was arrested by Chinese Constadles 
Wo.2478 and 4684 of the S.C.G.P.B. and taken to the North 
Ssechuen Road Station, hie car and friend meanwhile, being 
driven away by Mr. Mhaw's chauffeur. 

Takeda‘'s statement is substantially the same but the 
Japanese insists that Mr. Shaw was entirely te blame fcr the 
incident although he admite he does not mew whether the first 
collision was intentional or not But considered he was entitled 
to an apology and mia not being forth coming wade him take the 
action he 414. Af ter these enquiries had been completed neither 
party wished to tan any further action and the incident was 
amicably settled by Shaw apelogising to Takeda and the latter 
effering to pay for the damage done to the window of the car. 
This was witnessed by Japanese Consul er detective G. Miyao and 
Interpreter 8. V. Liu of the 8. C. 0. P. 3. and the Japanese manager 
of the Venus Cafe Mr. 3. Sato. All concerned then left the 
Station at 8.50.a.m. 12-33-37.
